They poured paint into a 
vail box in the Threadneedle street 
postoffice.

Consid­ 
erable damage was done to the let­ 
ters and documents in the box.

•ticky fluid was poured Into a mail 
box on Downing street, Piccadilly. 
The vandalism was carefully timed to 
ratch the bulk of the letters from 
clubland. 
In addition to pouring the 
nasty fluid into the box. the culprit 
also sprung the keyhole, and the ser­ 
vices of a locksmith were necessary 
before the box could be opened-. 


Richmond, Va., Dec. 4.—The decla- 
tation of Governor Cole S. Blease of 
South Carolina on the floor of the fifth 
annual session of the House of Gover­ 
nors that he would never call out the 
militia of Ira state to protect a negro 
rapist, and thus subject neighbor to 
Bhoot down neighbor, and his further 
declaration that he was proud of his 
pardon record, hoping that the num­ 
ber of pardons would reach 800 before 
bis ret irene nt, turnished the first sen­ 
sation of the conference. 
Governor John F. Shafforth of Col­

14-Day Armistice. 
Constantinople, Dec. 4. 
It was of­ 
ficially announced here that an armis­ 
tice to last for 14 days had just been 
signed at Haghehetsh by the represen­ 
tatives of the Turks on one side and 
Bulgaria, Servia and Montenegro on 
the 
other. 
Greece, 
the 
stumbling 
block all through the negotiations, re 
fused to sign the armistice. 
She has 
been told by the other allies that she 
may continue the war alone If she so 
desires. 
The fate of Adrianople, the crux of 
the peace negotiations, is not yet 
known. 
A dispatch from Mustapha

mander-ln-chief sent two officers with 
a white flag to the beleaguered city 
to demand its surrender. He promised 
that the lives and property of every 
one in the town would be safe and 
that the capitulation would be made 
en honorable terms.

he had choked to death his 23-year-old 
wife. Edna Hartgrove Shanower. Fre­ 
quent quarrels with his wife, he said, 
lad destroyed his happiness, and he 
killed her, intending also to take his 
own life. 
When her body w’as found in their 
home at Barberton by her father and 
police, a search for Shanower was 
Blart od. 
He was found at the home 
cf his mother, Mrs. Melissa Shanower, 
in Massillon, and declared bls Inno­ 
cence. 
He said that he had left his 
Wife lying on the bed at their home 
and bad gone to the depot. His train 
was late and he went back to talk to 
bis wife, he said, later taking the 
train for his mother’s home. 
Strangled His Wife. 
in his confession he said that be­ 
fore his first trip to the depot he had 
choked his wife to death. 
When he 
missed his train he c arne back to their 
home and rearranged everything In 
tin* room where his wife lay and then 
went bark to the depot. 
When Coroner R. C. Kenning, at 
Barberton, gave his verdict of death 
by strangulation and ordered that Sha­ 
llower be held for murder, he was ar­ 
rested by Chief of Police Emertle, at 
Massillon, and held for Chief Eby. 
In Shanower's pocket was found a 
letter to his brother Clarence direct­ 
ing iiim to straighten up his business 
find household affairs and asking for­ 
giveness ’ for ail the trouble I have 
and am about to cause.”
